An enormous responsibility rests on those -who are guiding the 


destinies of our country through dangerous'channels. 
The rashness of a 


loicign power goaded by circumstances into defiance, the selfish greed 
of agnation that rakes all .the advantages of international law for itself, 
iemng the disadvantages for us, the inadvertent disregard for American 
lights in the heat ot battle, the sudden rashness of a congress spurred 
into immediate activity hy some foreign insult, all o£ these things and 
rninj more might e,-isily plunge this peaceful and prosperous nation into 
the horrors of a devastating war. 


U present there certainly is no desire for war with any o£ the helli- 


geients in this country or among any considerable number of its people 
:nd there is no desire for war against us abroad, but unless the greatest 
caution is observed by those who influence public opinion, a change maj 
easily eqme'in public sentiment.

Charlemagne Tower, ex-American am- 
bassador to Germany, in an address to 
the University of Pennsylvania nlum- 
ni here last night, declared that, up to 
the present moment, the president of

States 
has 
scrupulously 


guarded the interests of tho people in 
fulfilling these obligations to all con- 
cerned and has admirably maintained 
the dignity of the nation. 


"America," he continued, ."is power- 


ful enough to maintain her independ- 
ent attitude; she is too great to he 
partisan. 


"We have our rights as 
neutrals 


which are recognized by international 
law. We have especially tho right 
to 


carry on

"But. above all else, this is one thing 


that we must demand. 
They must let 


the American flng alone.

Then the Maine rested at the bottom 
of Havana harbor, and I knew that I 
would be saved If I had the strength 
to keep hold of the rope. 


"After a time, which seemed very 


long to me. a boat came along and 
took me aboard, after which I was 
transferred to the ship Alphonso XIII, 
where scores of wounded men were be- 
ing treated. 
The- 
Alphonso, however, 


was unable to meet' the situation. We 
were dying for water and got none. I 
crawled to the side of tho vessel and 
found'some liquid-which I started fe- 
verishly to drink, In the belief that it 
was water/ "I was drinking blood that 
had flowed from the 
wounds of my 


comrades. Later, we were transferred 
to the steamer City of Washington, 
where we received decent treatment. 
It was a splendid spirit which the pas- 
sengers of that steamer showed. They 
gave up their rooms, their clothes and 
their money, so 
that- we might' he 


taken care of properly. 


"Hern I was in the company of a 


Lowell boy. Jeremiah She«, who has 
since, passed away. Eighteen 
ot 
us 


were taken to Key West, and of that 
number six are living today. After 13 
weeks in tho hospital at Key West, ar- 
rangements were under way to send us 
home, when news came that •war had 
been declared. I wanted to return to 
my people, but when I learned about 
the declaration of -war and was asked 
as to my intentions, I replied that I 
would continue- in the service in the 
hope that I might do my part 
to 


square accounts for the tragedy which 
had destroyed so many noble lives. I 
was assigned to .the ship Detroit ali'l 
at the close of the-war returned to the 
Charlestown barracks. Twelve years 
later tha Maine was raised. What :i 
disgrace for a big country to permit 
that ship to remain all thoso years 
resting on tho bottom of Havana har- 
bor! They found 65 bodies when they 
brought the remains of the ship to the 
surface."

When lace is added to a round doily 


this suggestion may be a help. Meas- 
ure the exact quantity of lace needed, 
match the pattern and join the edges.
